The 4th of June, '85, dawned bright 
and clear, 'aa June days (jonorally do;

TEE BERLIN TBEATY TORN. 

Ones more the peace of Europe is iin- 
periled: Scarcely had the Afghanistan 
miauuderat&nding been compoaod, and 
the wprld settled back intu a condition of 
wonted tranquility, ; than * aupthar cloud 
ariaeaTn'tho east arid tHreatena to "involvo 
all the'sfgnatory powers to th'e'Be'rliri trea- 
ty in war. By that treaty Rouiuellia was de- 
clared to be neutral ground. The au- 
premocy of the Sultiiii was acknowled^Qd 
and the province was governed by a Turk, 
■whoso power was liiuited by tho laws 
pasaed byialgoal parliament. The up- 
rising pf the paople and the transferanco 
of authority' to-'-Alefsander, the roignins? 
prince of JJulijiirin, virtually tnur* the 
Berlin treaty to tatters. Tho insurrection 
in Servia, fermented by llussia, led to the 
laat Ilusao-Turkiah war, and tho insurrec- 
tion in Roumellia will led to similar disas- 
trous results if the Turks are foolish 
enough to attempt to enforce their auth- 
ority. The telegraph states that otiier 
Turkish principalities are in a stato of un- 
rest. In a few days froah risings 
may take place and tho trouble may not 
ceaae until the Turks have been driven 
out ofti Europe, and the Russian eagles 
are flying ovnr Constantinople. Tho threo 
emperors would .saoui to h.ive mot at 
Kreniaior to 8'. .no purpose if tho out- 
come is to bo tho dismembornient 
of Turkey. Tho inaurrcction was un- 
doubtedly dirouted from St. Petersburg, 
with Berlin and-ViBniia, quietly acqiiiesc- 
ing or' actively assisting. The movement 
ia reiulorod more ominous for British in- 
terests in the oust by the pre.u'iice at Con- 
stantinople of Sir DriiiiunDiid Wolfo, 
minister plonipotontiary of the S.ilisbury 
government, who has byeii onde.iV()ring to 
arrarige with the Sultan a treaty offeusivo 
and defensive 8S -ag«inBt liuwia. The 
most recent information ia to the efTect 
that the mission was not successful; and 
it ia not a little singular that while nego- 
tiations were in progress at Uonstauliiio- 
ple the Emperors met at Kvemsier and 
probably arranged the little diversion at 
Rouraelia to cover their real purpose. 
Kuaaian securities fell heavily, yesterday, 
and consolti synip,tihi/.ed. The Hituiitiou 
ia undoubtedly very grave in spite of the 
pacific assurances of the threo Emperors. 
Great Britain's position is a peculiar and 
trying one. Tho signatory powers at Ber- 
lin are bound in honor to insist upon the 
strict letter of that treaty; but if three of 
the powers that were parties to ii connive 
at its violation are England and France to 
go to war to maintain its integrity / The 
inettiu uf L/uru Salisbury and iila govern- 
ment is about to be put to a severe test, 
and m«y asaumeiin a^feTV ; days a more 
alartniug shape than any. time during the 
recent Afghanistan trouble.

Tlic Allied Attack on I*cti-o- 
imulskl. 



Historical Statements Corrected 



To TiiK Enrroii:— An article appeared 
in your edition of Sunday last headed, 
"Russia on tho Pacific," compiled from 
information derived, from a, gentlemen 
whi3 has travellfea'in-Wotern- Sibera, in 
which certain historical facts are mis- 
stated. 

In reference to the account of the en ■ 
gagemont between the allied forces and 
the Russian.s at Petmpauiski (or Petro- 
paulovski) at tho time of tho Crimean 
war, Iibeg.to say that the gentleman's in- 
fomation in regard to the nature of the 
combat is entirely erroneous. 

The town of Potropaulski, ivanitcliatka, 
ia situated in Avatchii Bay, (one of the 
finest harbors in the world) about three 
miles fropi;th,d,entynoe» and is ^ • 

' .niOEiiEN 'BY AN ISLAND 

which lies in froiit of it that it cannot be 
seen on entering the bay. At tho time of 
the corifliqtj^rpferred to ihore lay in the 
inner harBor of Piatropaulski a Russian 
man-of-war concealed ty the island. In 
anticipation of an attack by an English 
and French man of- war, which were seen 
approaching, the guns wore taken from 
the Russian war vessel and a masked 
battery erected on tho bank close to the 
water's edgeTat tho extremity of the town 
farthest from the entrance of tho harbor, 
and at least threo miles from that point. 
On ncaring tho harbor the "tloet" cap- 
tured a Uusaian fisherman who was out 
plying his vocation, <vhom thoy induced 
by thwat^ w; 9lihQrwise- to consent to 
ipiloting'their boat's to a desirable landing 
place near the town, the ships remiiining 
outside and not entering inti) the enijage- 
ment. Tho boats, manned respectively 
by the English and French seamen, en- 
tered tho harbor and proceeded in tho 
direction of tho town of Polropaulaki, 
but instead of Dilating his enemies to "a 
desirable la.nding place," the Russian 
fisherman, at tho imminent risk of his 
own life, lead their boats immediately

— St. Mary's 
cathedral was failed, today' with" an ira- 
mouRO concourse of people to witness tho 
ceremonies of tho bestowal upon Arch- 
bishop Iliordan of tho pallium. Admit 
tance within tho church doora was only to 
baihadrby cards of admission, and as tho 
niiySfir'Sficards isaued had been 'limited 
and- strict orders given that there '':waa to 
be no crowding of the aisles and galleries, 
tho coiisoquenco was that a trreat number 
wore unable to obtain admittanco. Never 
beforq.'did tho niagniticent altar of St 
M^ryy cathedral look ao^ impoaing. On 
each of the Cvio sides sat "representatives 
of the nuraeroua ohutohe8,-:||k the city. On 
the left of the altar', on a 'rai'acd bench, sat 
Archbishop Riurdan, supported on each 
side by dignitaries of tho church. Twen 
ty-seven aoolytes werp in attendance, 
whoso white lace-surplrdes eontrasted well 
with the purple vostniehts of the offioiat-' 
ing priest. 

it was not till 11 o'clock that the pul 
pit was wheeled before the altar, and 
Archbishop Gross, of Oregon, arrayed in 
full vestnifinta, ascended to deliver the 
sermon. Tho archbishop tppk.aa.hia 8U,ht 
jdct "The Perfect ■^L"if6"'6f-*'Oar Lord.'' 
When Ihesei*iiion wft8'coh61'udad',be' turned 
toward .Archbishop Riordari, and gave him 
his blesaiiig, hoping tliat the pallium pro- 
aontod to him would bo long worn by him,' 
and that after a long term of service 
among tho people here, ho would retire 
fi^^i the ae^ ,wit^!hi8:,,n,ama . and)<inemory 
fls-1iiu.ah larad%ii£^^i^^1ifrtbat^. the 
beloved Archbishop SHemany. ! 

Then high mass was colobrated, and 
when that was ovor tho acolytes to Arch- 
bishop Iliordan brought the separate 
pieces of church garments which are worn 
by him only on tho occasion of his cele- 
bration of high mass. • These being placed 
: upon hiioi^and thie crosier, given into His 
hand, he deaccmded. from the daia, and 
supported on either side by priests, with 
a crucifix carried in advanco of him ha 
approached to the left of tho altar, and 
kneeling there, recited hia name and ec- 
clesiastical' rank, and petitioned in Latin 
that tho pallium of the body of St. Peter 
might bo bestowed upon hfin. 

This being done, Archbishop Riordan 
then took the solemn vow proscribed by 
tho Roman Catholic church. 

The vow being finished. Bishop Mora 
took the pallium and placed it over the 
head of Archbishop Iliordan. Tt is a nar- 
row slip of white wpolen cloth,, its nether 
6ti£ extending aa far as tho bottom of, the 
shoulder blade, on the band of which are 
worked two black crosses. The portion 
falling athwart the breast is similarly 
worked with two black crossea. It is fas- 
tened to the garments by threo pini of 
gold. 

When tho pallium was placed over the 
archbishop's head ho arose, and turning 
toward the altar made an adoration, and 
then taking again tho crosier, took hia 
aeat upon tho dais. He was then again 
divested of his seven ulterior vestments, 
which were roverently'laid upon the altar, 
and then again descending ho paaaod out 
from tho alliir into tho vestry, followed 
in double file by priests and aoolytes.

A FatUcr and Sou -Shot Down. 

(Exclualve to Tho Colonlst.1 
Seaitlk, W. T., Sept. 22.— There is 
nothing now in the situation hero in re- 
gard to the Chinese. The attack at Black 
Diamond Sunday night was mado about 
midnight. : The Chinamen had already 
boon ttischarged'by the mining company, 
and had made every preparation to leave 
tho camp by Monday morning's train. 
The attacking party mado no attempt to 
injure them; merely driving them into the 
woods and burning their cabins and con- 
tents, including baggage which they had 
prepared for their journey. All mining 
companies in this vicinity, with one ex- 
ception, have discharged Chinese em- 
ploye's. Tho mill companies are doing 
the aaiae. The Port Blakely company 
today agreed to discharge all Chinamen ut 
the end of the week. 

A meeting of property holders, has been 
called for tomorrow evening by Mayor 
Yealei'. This will bo in the interest of 
law, and it is expected that measures will 
be taken which will prevent furth'or vio- 
loiico. Preparations are being made, for 
an anti-Ohineso convention to meet on 
Monday neit 

At Forudalo, near the British Columbia 
line, two merchants, W. S. Mayfield and 
W. S. Mayfield, jr., his son, were called 
from their store at 6 o'plock last evening 
and shot. Tho father was shot through 
the heart and killed instantly. Young 
Mayfield ia still alive, but his wound ia 
fatal. The perpetrator of the deed is un- 
known. Every effort is being niada to 
discover him, aud if caught he will pro- 
bably be lynched. 

Aiiti-Ciiin(;sc TL^nion. 

There was a well-attended meeting last 
night of the anti-Chinese union, Mr. 
Haughton in the chair. Stirring speeches 
were made by a number of the working- 
men present on the various phases of tho 
labor question.

That tho cheap Chinese labor was a 
detriment to the country, and must event- 
ually cause a rupture between capital and 
labor. 

That an address of welcome be present- 
ed to the governor general and other dis- 
tinguished visitors on their arrival, and 
that tho same set forth the anti-Ohiueae 
quuatioii.

Montreal, Sept. 21. — The Canadian 
PaolGc authorities have for some time en- 
tertained suspicions that they were being 
victimized by their civil engineers and 
contractora in tho aection north of Lake 
Superior. About a month ago all pay- 
ments to contractora wore stoppnd and 
romoasurement of the ditforont ^soctiona 
ordered. This has just boon completed, 
and it shows that by blunder or fraud the 
company haa paid to ita contractora hun- 
dreda of thousanda of dollars in excess of 
tho amount of work done. One contrac- 
tor alone has been p&id more than $100,- 
000 too much and another $60,000, the 
full amount aggregating §500,000. De- 
tectives have discovered that engineers 
who were receiving salaries of §100 a 
month wore wealthy landed proprietors 
and were engaged in extensive building 
operations, some of them being worth 
from §30,000 to $40,000, which had been 
accumulated in a wonderfully short time. 
It is stated that criminal and civil pro- 
ceedings will be Instituted, Many con- 
tractors implicated have already retained 
leading connael to defend them, who will 
plead that tho romeaBUiomuuta are incor- 
rect.

New York, Sept. 20. — A Paris ca- 
blegram says: A lively election meet- 
ing, at which blood ilqv.'ed rather free- 
ly, took place on "Wednesday evening 
at the Cirque de Hiver.

De.spite the pre- 
cautions taken, large l.'odies of republi- 
cans, radicals and couinuinists forced 
their way through the gates and occu- 
pied seats. The meeting way presided 
over by 'M. Oalla, the only reactionary 
conservative rnetnber for Paris, but 
scarcely had he atteni|>ted to speak 
when he was vociferously interrupted 
from all parts of the house. Edouard 
Hfirve,' editor of the Orleanist organ 
Le Soliel, neict assayed to speak. Hi.s 
cleSr 'delivery and penetrating voice 
obtained for him a momentary hearing, 
but scarcely bad he atteni[)te<l to criti- 
cise the colonial ])ol icy of the republi- 
cans when a tcrrilic tempest aro,s(\ M.. 
Herve, having de.'icribe<l the record of 
the repubiiu, as being stained with the 
most generous lilood of France, the re- 
publicans retorted with loud cries of 
"Sedan;".- -Recriminationa were now 
heard on every Hide, and ieriiiituited in 
a free Gglit in the eircu.s. The reaction- 
ists were the strongest in point of num- 
bers, andg^tU,^,^ opposition was roughly 
bandied. Sticks were freely plied for 
at least ten minutes.
